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ble capacity in which he began his conneerion with 
the busimess. Ile became a partner, and after the 
death of Mr. Heinen the firm became Schrever, 
Brown & Co., continuing thus until Mr. Brown 
withdrew from the association, in 1894. Though 
unostentatious ‘in everything he did Mr. Brown 
was recognized as a most efficient: worker by all 
who had any dealings with him. Many of the most 
important movements in Milton counted lim 
among their most effective promoters. I1e was one 
of the organizers of the Milton Water Company 
and served as director; was for years president of 
the Milton Gas Comapany and was one of the di- 
rectors of the Milton National Bank. He was a 
faithful member of the Presbyterian Church, and 
in politics a Republican. His death, which oe- 
eurred April 28, 1907, was a distinet loss to the 
community. 

On March 14, 1882, Mr. Brown married Laura 
B. Knautf, daughter of John and Susan (Clinger) 
Konaultf, and she survives him, she and her mother 
occupying the beautiful home on East Broadway 
erected by Mr. Brown. 


JOHN KNAUFF, late of Milton, who served 
as sssor of the Second ward of that borough, 
was born in 1833 in Lycoming county, Pa but 
was long a citizen of Northumberland county. 

Frederick Knaull, his father, was born in 1809 
in Germany and was only a boy when he came to 
America, in 1817. He followed farming all his 
life. His wife, Anna, of Schuvikill county, Pa,, 
was born in 1510 and survived him, dving in 1885, 
Mr. Knaulff’s death occurred in 1875. Ile was a 
Lutheran in religion and a Democrat in politics.

He made lis home in Chillisquaque township until 


his death, which occurred Jan. %, 1891, after a se- 
vere illness of about four weeks’ duration. Mr. 
Auten was a oman of considerable prominence in 
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his township,.where he served one term as justice 
of the peace and several terms as school director, 
taking especial interest in the welfare of the pub- 
lic schools.” He was a Democrat and took part in 
the work of the party, serving as delegate to county 
and State conventions. In religion he was a mein- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and he

Alem Marr Sechler was born in 1824 in Dan- 
ville, Montour Co., Pa., and died in 1903. He 
was by trade a straightener - iron rails, for rail- 
roads, and straightened the first rail made in the 
iron mills at Danville. In 1854 he purchased a 
farm in Gearhart township, Northumberland coun- 
ty, lying along what is known as Wipp’s run, it be- 
ing a part ot the tract settled by the Doutys and lat- 
er owned by the Nipps. Mr. Sechler married Em- 
ily Love, daughter of Stephen Fairchild and Ma- 
hala (Nelson) Love, and they had three children, 
Lafayette, Kate and Gardner Little (who died in

of its most respected residents, has had lone and 
intimate connection with pubhie alfairs in Penn- 
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svlvania in his capacity of court reporter, a pro- 
fession he has followed for a period of thirty-five 
years. His work has noc only taken him into the 
courts of a number of counties in this State, but 
also into the State Lewislative bodies. He was the 
first official stenographer appointed in the counties 
of Union, Snyder, Mifflin, Jumata and Perry 
after the act authorizing their appointment. in 
187+ was passed. 

Mr. Cummings was born March 13, 1853, at 
MeEwensville, Northumberland county, .son ‘of 
Alexander Cummings and grandson of James 
rel aaa who was a son of John Cummings, the 
first ancestor of this family in America. 

Pad John Cummings landed at Newcastle, whence 
he proceeded to Philadelphia and from fens to 
Sunbury, Northumberland county. Ie located in 
Sunbury at an early day, having been a member 
of the town council in 1797. He is known to have 
been possessed of some means upon his arrival in 
the borough. Of Scotch-Irish extraction, he was 
a Presbyterian in religions faith, and he left the 
reputation of haying been a man of exceedingly 
kindly disposition. He is buried at Middle Creek, 
Snyder Co. Pa. His children were: John, 
James: Nancy, who married a Mr. Spence; Eliza- 
beth, who married John Cummings, and died at 
the age of eighty years; and Nancy (the second 
of that name in the family), who married James 
Russell and lived at Danville, Pa. John Cum- 
mings, husband of Elizabeth, was the first sheruf 
of Lycoming county, Pa., served as associate judye 
and was known as “Judge” Cummings, and in 
1816 was master of the Masonic lodge at Williams- 
port, where they resided. He was the owner of a 
farm on which part of Newberry is iocated. 

ev James Cummings, son of John, was born July 
11, 1794, and died June 26, 1536. For some time 
he was a merchant at Washingtonville, Montour

his death, winning an excellent reputation as a 
business man. He was public-spirited and took an 
active interest in the affairs of his time, held the 
rank of major in the State militia, and was a 
member of Lodge No. 22, F. & A. ML, at Sun- 
bury, to which his father also belonged.

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where he was barned out in 1857, re place of 
business being completely destroyed, and he him- 
self so badly injured in the disaster that he died 
six months later, in the same year. [fis wife, 
Mary E. (Morgan), whom he married Feb. 26, 
1546, still survives at the age of eighty-six, making 
her home with her daughter at Mexico, Montour 
county. She is a fai ithful member of the Pres- 
byterian Church. To Mr. and Mrs. Cummings 
were born six children: James EH. (who was 
killed at the Billmeyer sawmill, at the age of 
nine years, while seated on a sawlog), Robert M., 
John J., Joseph F., Annie F. and Robert -\.

The Jatter was the daughter of John 
Auten, who was a large land owner and miller, 
conducting as well a sawnull on the C hillisquaque 
creek, having been among the first settlers along 
the said creek to utilize its waters for business 
purposes. His farms are now owned by [fon. 
Alexander Billmeyer. he children of Robert and 
Anne Morgan were: John J., Mary Ik. (Mors. 
Cummings), Joseph A. (died young), Jane, 
Joseph T., Sarah A. and Robert G. 

Mrs. Anne (Auten) Morgan, maternal grand- 
mother of the subject of this sketch, was a de- 
scendent of Adrian Ifendrickson Auten and lis 
wife Elizabeth (Thomas), who came from lHol- 
land and settled in Flatbush, Long Island, in 
1651, his SES eats having moved to Northanp- 
ton Co., Pa., near Delaware Water Gap, in 1764, 
and soon thereafter one of the members of the 
family located in Northumberland county. 

Joseph I F. Cummings began hits education in the 
common schools, and in his vouth learned tele- 
graphy in the Milton office of the Philadelphia & 
Erie Railroad Company. Tle was only fourteen 
years of age when he took charge of a telegraph 
oftice near Lock Haven, and after a few years’ 
service was transferred to the day office at Lock 
Haven, where he was operator for the Philadelphia 
& Erie and Bald Eagle Valley roads and the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Companyae dt) was at this 
time that he took up the study of shorthand, with- 
out a teacher, and with no help from any one who 
understood its practice. This was in 1872. and in 
spite of obvious disadvantages he had progressed 
so far in 1873 that he was requested to proceed to 
Erie to take the position of private stenographer to 
William A. Baldwin, then general superintendent 
of the Philadelphia & Erie railroad. Tle was the 
first incumbent to hold a position of this kind in 
the service of the Philadelphia & Erie Ratlroad 
Company, and he was with Mr. Baldwin when the 
offices were removed to Williamsport, Atter he 
had remained a year with Mr. Baldwin the Act 
of Assembly authorizing the appointment of offi- 
cial stenographers was passed, and in the tall 
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Ist4 he received such appointment to serve in the 
courts of Union, Snyder, Miflin, Juniata and 
Perry counties. At the beginning of such service 
he entered the Millersville State normal school, 
near Lancaster, Pa., and pursued the studies of 
the course between courts, and at the expiration 
of three years entered the otlice of Hon. Ss. P. 
Wolverton and remained with him between courts 
until 1551. 

For seventeen years Mr. Cummings reported for 
the courts of Union, Snyder and Mifflin counties, 
and continues his work in the courts of Juniata 
and Perry counties, in addition to the courts of 
Northumberland county. In his long experience 
as court reporter he has been engaged s spectally tn 
the counties of Cambria, Blair, Beat ford, Hunting- 
don, Dauphin, Lebanon, Berks, Adams, Monteom- 
ery, Delaware, Philadelphia, Lycoming, Clinton 
and Elk. Ile was for seven years official reporter 
tor the State Board of Ayriculture before said 
body was organized as a department, and he was 
similarly employed a number of times as reporter 
for the State Horticultural Society, of which he 
is a life member. For the past ten years he has 
also reported in the State, Senate of Pennsylvania, 
his work including the proceedings of the comiit- 
tee appointed by the Senate and House to inves- 
tigate the msane asvlums of the State, which re- 
port was published in book form. In 1880 he was 
stenographer on the State committee of which Hon. 
A. AL. Dill was chairman. In 1888 he accompanied 
the Pennsylvama Millers’ State Association on 
their trip across the continent to San Francisco 
and as tar north as Tacoma, Wash., stopping at 
various places along the route and traveling a 
week in Yellowstone park. In 1890 he planted 
peach orchard of tive thousand trees four miles 
south of Sunbury, and with his other duties man- 
aged the growth and product of the orehard for 
twenty vears. When the trees became exhausted 
he sold the place. 

Mr. Cummiungs’s wide experience of and thor- 
ough insight regarding public affairs has made him 

particularly valuable citizen of his home place. 
Ife served some vears as a member of the council 
of the borough of Sunbury, and was subsequently 
elected chief burgess, in 1891. During his incum- 
heney of that office the first square of vitrified 
brick paving was laid. He showed his progressive 
spirit and intelligent understanding of the needs 
of the community in) many wavs, chief among 
which was the bringing to Sunbury of a representa- 
tive of the Lewis Mercer Sewer Construction Com- 
pany, of New York City, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a veneral sewer svstem throughout the bor- 
ough, An agreement was made satisfactory to 
the boroueh council and ordinance formulated 
to accomplish the object. The authority was aft- 
erward vested ino a local party, but never corm- 
pleted. Fle was active in encouraging all move- 
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ments for the benefit of the greatest number, and 
giving his aid to worthy projects whenever possible. 
He and his family are members of the Presby- 
terian Church, in the work of which he has taken 
an active part, being at present a ruling elder and 
superintendent of the Sabbath school, which latter 
position he has held for a number of years. He 
has served as a director of the Sunbury Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company from. its organization in 
1596. 

Socially Mr. Cummings is a Mason, Demme a 
member and past master of Lodge No. 2%. Fk. & 
A. M., member and past high priest of Northuim- 
berland Chapter, No. 174, Re AL ML. both of Sun- 
bury, and a member of Bloomsburg Consistory, 
thirty-second degree. [fe is at present senior 
grand master of ceremonies of the Grand Chapter 
of Holy Royal Arch Masons of Pennsylvania. Ile 
is also a member of the Veteran Association of the 
Eastern Division of the Philadelphia & Erie Rail- 
road Company.

JOHN F. DRUMILEISER, of Shamokin, for- 
mer chief burgess of that borough and for oyer ten 
years a member of the borough council, is a citizen 
who has done his share in administering the athairs 
of the community in such a manner as to retlect 
credit on both himself and the community.  Dur- 
ing his long service in the eouncil—ot which body 
he was president one year and jis three vears as 
chief burgess he was in a position to promote much 
valuable legislation affecting the local welfare, es- 
pecially as regards lmprovements in the borough's 
public utilities. That he used his powers in the 
most public-spirited manner is attested bv lis 
long retention in office. fe has made a permanent 
place for himself among the citizens of Shamokin 
who have done something for the borough. 

Mr. Drumheiser was born. Aug. 23, 1857, at St. 
Clair, Schuylkill Co. Pa.. sen ot Conrad) Drum- 
heiser, a native of Germany, born near Berlin it 
April, 1831, who came to America when etehbteen 
years old. He landed at Tew 1 ork. € ity, TMT pri 
ceeded at onee to St. Clair, Schuylkill county, 
where he followed mining. Ife trst came to shite 
mokin in 1859, but his wile died there and he

He is now at the Burnside 
colliery. in the employ of the Coal & Tron Com- 
pany. Mr. Drumbeiser is a worker whose intelli- 
vence and reliability can be depended upon, and 
he has the highest reputation for efficiency. 

In 1879 Mr. Drumheiser married Caroline Yo- 
der. and to this union have been born the followime 
children: Oliver Charles, Raymond, Ida May, 
Cora.

Abraham I. Brokaw, born Somerset County, N.J.,bp. in Raritan D. Ch., was raised 
in that county; was married there to Cornelia Polhemus a daughter of Daniel and Cornelia 
Polhemus. In will of Daniel Polhemus, dated Oct. 6, 1813-prov. Apr.9,1814, he referred to 
daughter, Cornelia, wife of Abraham Brokaw. (NJ A:42:335-36.) Abraham Brokaw resided in 
Franklin Twp., Somerset Co., for many years; listed in census records. In 1860 he and 
wife, and Ellen Maria were with son Isaac. He and Cornelia's-children, Ellen Maria, Eliza 
Jane, Louisa and Theodore P. all bur. in the Brokaw burial ground in Franklin Twp. 

Ellen M. Brokaw left a will, dated Jan. 29, 1856-proved Apr. 1, 1881. (Original Will, 
File No.5208-R, Sec. States Off.) In the will she provided for debts etc. be paid; left small 
bequests to sisters, and executor residue of property, in trust at interest and int. to be paid 
her father and mother or survivors. After decease of parents, money at interest, was to be 
called in, - out of it, $25.00 to be paid," to each of the following societies:-viz., The Amer- 
ican Bible Society;''-'' The American Tract Society? Also,''American Home Missionary Soc- 
iety, and American Foreign Missionary Society. And to be paid the Consistory of the First 
Ref. Church of Bound Brook, $25.00, to maintain an enclosure around the family bur. plot, 
situated on the farm which formerly belonged to my late yrandfather, Isaac I. Brokaw, whi- 
ch farm now adjoining that of John L. Boice, with wall leading from Bound Brook Burial 
Stone. '' (This is prob. the reason for the well kept condition of this burial plot. ) 

"To each of children of brothers and sisters, '' as are or may benamed for me prior 
to the decease of my parents, a set of silver teaspoons or $15.00 in cash to each ( ie to the 
children of her brothers and sisters, etc. -E.F.) Of balance of property, be divided into 9 
equal parts and 2 parts each to sisters, Catherine, Phebe Ann and Henrietta, and brothers 
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1 part each, to Daniel P.,J'saac I. and John P. Brokaw; executors were brother, Isaac, 
friend John Burke, and witnesses Margaret La Tourette and Henrietta Lawler. Catherine 
Brokaw, mar. Sept. 14, 1837, to Rynear Staats Garretson (Som. Co. Mar.), and she lived to 
be 90 yrs. old. Died at home of a daughter, Mrs. John W. Veghte, at Beachwood Heights, 

at Bound Brook; at that time 4 of children were living. In obit. it gave her as born at ''Gates- 
ville, on a farm, which at that time was known as the Sebring farm.'' Was married, ona 
farm owned by her father, which in 1906, at time of her death, was known as the Carr farm. 
She is bur, in same cem. as parents, on Canal Road, S.W. of Bound Brook. This family bur-

An apporox imate date of his death is contained in a 
letter written by Rhoda Ellen (Dean) Johnson, his sister-in-law, in December, 
1871, from Missouri, expressing regrets on hearing about the death of “Aner.” 


| Abner’s brother, William R. Johnson, was appointed administrator of his 
estate, and he appeared in court 4 May 1872 to report sale of $135.70 in 
property and the collection on notes of $316.25. In 1873 and 1874, William 
sells four or more lots in Freedom to collect another $575.
